After tlift affair at Slick Rock last Sun- 


day Sheriff ficott went at once to Camp 
Badger, and with the posse named and 
two others engaged in the vicinity, took 
the trail and persistently pursued it up 
to last night, when Sheriff Scott and 
Deputy Miles returned to Reedley, and 
were interviewed from that point by 
THE UEITHI.H.'AX by telephone. 


SIIUUIFF SCOTT'S STORV. 


The posse engaged in scouting the ter- 


ritory above Camp Badger was com- 
pOccd of two squads acting in concert. 
One party was searching the thick 
growth of mauzanita, clmpparel and 
scrub oak that makes sui-.h a tangled 
nisit of those hillsides that it is almost 
impossible to crawl through it, and one 
•rannot see another at a distance of 100 
feet, even at this season of the year 
when the leaves arc off. 


One of these squads found a narrow 


trail thai had buen cut out where the 
growth was thinnest, and finding tracks 
there, they knew at. once that they were 
on the trail of tliu bandits, as they 
were satisfied that they were in the 
vicinity. 


This narrow trail was cut out under- 


=»nc;itb tbe bushes so that the officers 


were compelled to crawl to get through. 
About a quarter of a mile from the 
Camp Badger road they broke through 
this tangled mat, and us they did EO 
Will Henry saw Evans and Morrell in 
their shirt sleeves legging it away from 
a well-hid but under a cliff into the 


* copse on the other side of the canyon, 


and fired three shots after them without 
i-ffctt. 


It was 3 o'clock in the evening when 


the bandits were jumped up and it was 
so dark in the canyon that further pur- 
suit at that time was impossible on that 
aivo'inl. 


THE OUTLAWS' CAMT. 


Tbe cabin, which is hid under an 


overhanging rock and by the dense 
characteristic scrub growth, waa built 
of rough lumber, evidently obtained 
from Moore & Smith's mill by some 
sympathizer and brought to the proper 
point on the grade and packed down to 
the Iwttom of the canyon, 


H was about 8x10 feet in dimensions, 


doselv built and roofed with rough 


"•-lumber. 
The adjacent clnft of rocks 


furnished ample kitchen accommoda- 
tions and a fine spring of water was at 
the door. In fact it waa an ideal hiding 
place, though not so well adapted to 
purposes of defense as Fort .Defiance, 
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which Kvanssnd Son tag depended upo 
more confident)!'. The cabin had bee 
built by the latter, and they had ci 
out trails through the brush to facilitat 
f-scape in case of invasion from an 
direction, and wlaoh did Evans and h 
new partner good service last Tuesdd 
evening. 


The bandits were evidently take 


completely by surprise, as they le 
sverylhing behind them with the ex 
ception of their Winchesters, pistols an 
what ammunition they had in thei 
belts. They did not even have time t 
put their coats on, nor did they puns 
in their mad flight down the dark cat 
yon to lire a single shot. 


WHAT THE V.Utl.V CONTAINED. 


The posse searched the cabin an 


found blankets, rublxjr overcoats, coats 
Lindihe other clothing of the two, to 
gether with over 500 rounds of car 
tridges. There was about fifty pound 
of jerked venison tesides an ample suj 
ply of Hour, beans, coffee, sugar, spice 
and numerous articles of foud and lights 
to make the cabin comfortable.

Miles, leaving the other member of the 
posse following the trail which led di- 
-ectly over the mountain from Eshon 
•alley. 


Sheriff Poott states that it waa snow- 


ng heavily at the time he left, "but un- 
ess this shall completely obliterate their 
rail tho outlaws will be inevitably rur 
down by the posse. 


He declined to make known wha1 
teps he has taken to head them off, bui 
t is known that be has other picked 
men in the field, and if these are avail- 


hle tbe pursuit is near its end and the 
tandits will soon be compelled to make 
heir last stand. 
Other dispatches from Reedier report 
hat Sheriff Scott and Deputy Mi es ar- 
ived there drenched to the skin, muddj 
nd worn out completely, and state thai 
t is evident that the only chance foi 
•!vana and .Morrell to escape lies in tlib 
leavy snow now falling in the moun- 
ains, which may cover thuir tracks and 
hereby delay tbe officers in tueir pur- 
nit. 
Evans and Morrell are now header 
jr a locality EO remote from the railroac 
hat no news can 1* obtained that will 
ot be a day or two old, but they are 
iterally "on the run," and are being 
ard pressed by resolute men who are 
etermined to make an end of tbe 
uatter. 
It is known that they are in no coudi- 
iou to endure the storm now raginnand 
re rapiOly sapping their strencth and 
ndurance. It is expected that there 
will be sharp and bloody work when 
jey are overtaken, as it is known that 
Svans lias made up his mind thoroughly 
o die rather than to be captured. 
Slieriti'Hcott brought Evans' artificial 
rm aiid a number of otherarticles taken 
rom their hut with him to Keedley.

Jisadvantages a Manager Has to 


Contend With. 


While Fresno may be listed as a first 
.ass theatrical town, size and popula- 
on being considered, the idea enter- 
-ained by many of our people that the 
rofits of the magnificent local temple 
[ art arc of gratifying proportions, is 
ecidedly erroneous. In fact a theat- 
cal building of the Barton's dimen- 
ons and expense is far from profitable, 
n any interior town in CaMfornia, 
bile the position of manager is trying 
nd undesirable from"it financial point 
: view. 
A theater's entire source of revenue 
from tho public, and there is nothing 


n the world ait uncertain as this same 
npersonal body that elects Presidents 
id worries theatrical managers. What 
leases it, nobody knows, and why it 
isapproves is often equally a myste'ry. 
egiudless of its eccentricities, how- 
ver, through rain and sunshine, good 
mes and bad times, bills pom in upon 
le unfortunate manager, the payment 
f which is imperative. People who 
ndly imagine that a theater is a mine 
'wealth do not stop to coisider that 
ie expenditure of almost $1*00 is re- 
Hired before the curtain goes up for a 
erfortnfitico i'.t tbe Barton. 
The iniittiT of expense commences 
ith tbe newspapers, and the bill poster, 
ho owns all the available bill-boards, 
nst receive his price or the show cau- 
ot be placarded. Then every person 
ho grants permission to hang "a litbo- 
rapb or two in his window conii- 
ently expects all the way from one to 
do/en passes. Then a whole army of 
en have to be employed, such as stage 
arpenters, property men, scene-shifters, 
shers, ticket taktrs, etc. Then there 
the orchestra, an indispensable factor 
every entertainment. To put it mildly, 


the orchestra runs the outfit, and U 
prompt in its demands for salary re- 
gardless of the size of the audience, 
Last, but by no means least, is tbe 
lighting and heating expense. 
The 


electric light company, realizing that a 
manager is helpless in their bands, 
march up to the hox omco with perplex- 
ing regularity and collect their money 
before it is earned. 


The evening arrives wherein the dol" 


lars of the kindly public are solicited in 
exchange for a few hours of entertain- 
ment, but as likely as not the sun will 
set behind leaden banks of cloud, and 
tbe rain HO badly needed by the farmers, 
takes this inopportune opportunity of 
descending with relentless force. A few 
intrepid spirits, the majority having 
passes, may be seen scattering about tbe 
theatre surrounded by a chilling array 
of empty benches. Life and vitality are 
absent, the play is listlessly and poorly 
presented and those who have attended 
go away muttering their disgust and 
blaming the poor defenseless manager. 


Mi-anwnile this much berated indi- 


vidual is Ixjsieged by the electric light 
company, 
orchestra and theater at- 


taches, who demand their salary from 
no receipts. Of course, there is an oc- 
casional good house that nets tbe man- 
ager some profit, hut it is the exception 
rather than the rule. In view of his 
many disadvantages it is no wonder that 
the theater manager asks for a benefit. 
Paste those few facts in your hat when 
next you as!: favors from a theatrical 
man.

reports the Hawaiian debate was re- 
sumed, Outbwaite of Ohio, Democrat, 
taking the floor in supjiort of the Me- 
Creary resolution. Sickles of New York, 
Democrat, made the iirst speech on the 
Democratic side against the McCrearv 
resolution. He said if the resolution 
which the house was asked topa&; con- 
linuditMili to tho past and present he 
would have ruimiiuod silent, but ii went 
further. It had an important hearing 
on the future. He did not believe one 
administration was u court of appeals or 
a court of review for the acts of tbe 
previous administration (Republican ap- 
plause.) He Should look forward with 
regret to a possible review in live yt-ard 
hence of tbe acts of Cleveland' and 
Blount, as he now saw with surpriseand 
regret the attempt to review the acts of 
President Harrison and Minister Stev- 
ens, both of whom are now out of otlice. 
The present government of Hawaii, he 
continued, was recognized hy the United 
States as a legitimate government and 
:ts authority ia umiuestioued. 


loud (Rep.) of California contended 


that partisanship should have no place 
in the determination of a question where, 
patriotism alone should reign, Amer- 
ican interests in Hawaii were para- 
mount. Down to Jlr. Cleveland's ad- 
ministration tbe policy of tbe United 
States had always looked to ultimate 
annexation. Even Merrill, Cleveland's 
first minister to Hawaii, hud received 
Instructions, !>oth verbal and written 
:o court the most friendly relations witl 
Hawaii with a view to ultimate annex; 
tion. Mr. Loud said the annexatio.. 
scheme, instead of l>eing supported b\ 
tbe sugar men, was opposed by them. " 


Tbe debate was closed today, but tin 


entire resolution did not pass because o 
the failure of the Di-mocrats to secure a 
quorum when the vote was taken upon 
t. 
There was much less oppositioi 


'rom the Democratic side devcfopei 
than at one time was anticipated. Onl 
one speech, that of General Sickles, was 
made in opposition to the adoption o 
the resolntion, although there was some 
passive opposition by tbe Democrats, as 
ndicated by tbe refusal of several Dem- 
ocrats to answer to their names wbei 
the resolution was placed upon its pass 
age. Hitt's substitute, Blair's amend 
nenf and the motion of Reed to recom 
nit were in turn voted down. Whei 
the vote wae upon the adoption of tbt 
mtire resolution, the Republicans re- 
rained from voting and the Democrats 
acked seventeen of a quorum. 
Cum- 


nings voted for Heed's motion to recom- 
mit and Sickles against the McCrearj 
^solution. Citramings, Geary of CiUi- 
ornia and Cockrell of Texas refused to 
go on record for or against the adoption 
of the resolution. Tbe Populists voted 
generally with tbe Republicans. Brod- 
erick of Kansas was the only Republi- 
can who declined to follow the lead of 
us party and refrained from voting. He 
•oted against the resolution. When the 
)eniocrat5 found themselves without a 
quorum they passed a resolution revok- 
ng the leaves of ahaenn-- and then ad- 
ourned. They expect to have a quo- 
•iim present when the house meets to 
morrow. 


The indications at the opening of tbt 
iouse were that a Democratic quorum 
vould be secured to pass the McCrcary 
esolution, condemning 211 mister Ste- 
•ens and approving 
the course of 


Cleveland, and declaring against tin 
unesation or assumption of a protecto- 
ate over Hawaii. 
Reed renewed the tillibustering by

San Francisco and Edward F. Adams o 
Santa Cruz had to offer in aid 01 the de 
pressed condition of raisin and fmi 
growing. 


Mr. Johnson is the senior member o 


the Johnson-Locke Mercantile Com 
paay, and his partners, Messrs. Lock 
and Paton, accompanied him, and occu 
pied peats on the stage. 


Mr. Adams is the manager of tl 


State Fruit Exchange recently organ 
i/.ed at San Francisco, the directors o 
which were selected from the more im 
portant fruit growing districts througli 
out the state. 


Mr. Johnson's plan, as elaboratei 


yesterday, took into consideration the 
raisin industry only, while that of Mr 
Adams was more comprehensive, ant 
included all branches of fruit growing 
including raisins, prunes, oranges am 
xreen and dried fruits generally in the 
SWIM; of its operation. 


It was made plain that these twc 


propositions were not necessarily antag- 
onistic; on the contrary, the raisin com- 
bination suggested by Mr. Johnson, i 
carried out, would very properly become 
one of the adjunct branches of the state 
exchange and would co-operate with the 
prime interests?, oi which San Jose is the 
center, the orange interests of Iti 
anil ?o on through the list. 


The general sentiment is that each 


partk-ular branch of the fruit industn 
must by sonic means arrive at unison o 
action throughout (lie state with regari 
to sustaining prices, and at the same 
timii co-operate 
with other special 


brandies wherever there is a coaimunitj 
of interest. 


THE MEETING. 


The meeting was called to order by D. 


T. Fowler, who stated its purposes, 
the fact that two separate meetings o: 
fruit growers had been adjourned to 
thai time and place by common consent, 
and on motion Mr. Fowler was elected 
chairman and W. W. Phillips secretary. 


I'rank S. Johnson was introduced and 


stated that he came here in response to 
an invitation from a meeting of Fresno 
raisin growers, to give them bis ideas on 
the situation. 


He had been identified with the raisin 


industry from its inception anil there- 
fore bad given it much careful thought. 
The chief difficulty in arriving at any 
conclusion waa the multiplicity of plans 
proposed. He had read carefully all the 
published plans proposed, and 
had 


evolved one which in his opinion pos- 
sessed the requisite flexibility to meet 
the demands of the business. 


lie held that the commission man aud 


the packer were as necessary to the 
business as the grower, for the reason 
that the. natural channels of trade can- 
not be ignored, and claimed thai to a 
large extent the commission packer had 
been the subject of undeserved abuse. 


COSTKOL EXISTING CONDITION'S. 


To the thinker and studonf of econo- 


mic questions like this it is necessary to 
accept well settled conditions and then 
see how they can be controlled. This 
done in the raisin business and better 
prices will bu realized. The first requi- 
site is to establish control. If this is 
not done the present methods inevitably 
leads to the extermination of the weak- 
est in the business. Therefore the raisiu 
growers inust concentrate; must co- 
operate. 


The plan which he would present in- 


cludes the proper financial assistance to 
the grower, and if adopted without 
marked change all the money wanted 
can lie furnished. 


MR, JOHXSOS'S PI.AX. 


In order to carry out the proposed 


plai at least 90 to 95 per cent of the rai- 
sin growers of Fresno, Madera, Tulare 
and Kings counties must come into the 
compact. This includes 85 percent of 
the raisin growers m the state. 


Within a few days he will form the 


California Fruit and Raisin Growers' 
company, with eleven directors, all of 
whom shall be growers from these four 
counties and live or six of them would 
be from Fresno. The plan would be co- 
operation, pure and simple. 


The stock of the company would be 


based ou one share for each acre of rai- 
sin vines at the nominal par value of $5 
earh, and would call in one-fifth of the 
capital stock, or $1, per acre, the notes 
of owner to be given for the remainder. 


All the stock of the company would 


be issued by trustesa selected by the 
growers, and they would issue scrip cer- 
tificates to growers. The object of this 
was to enable the directors to handle 
the financial matters of the company, 
and at the same time prevent commis- 
sion packers or anyone inimical to the 
interests of the growers getting control. 


Next the company would construct a 


brick warehouse, with cement floor aud 
iron roof in Fresno, with capacity suffi- 
cient for 1,500,000 boxes of raisins, and 
concentrate the business here. 


MUST SEt.l, F.O.It. 


There is only one way to handle rai- 


sins iu California. As an instance of 
the damage done by indiscriminate con- 
signments, he cited the fact that during 
holidays Xew York city could handle 
about forty cars a week, out during the 
last season 240 cars were landed then?, 
and broke the market down completely. 


The east is no fit place to store raisins 


for the reason that the moist weather 
tends to rot them and causes them to 
sugar. 
For these and other reasons 


they should be stored here. 


HOW PRICES ARE HROKEN'. 


The price for raisins each season is 


made by the most iinpecuneous grower, 
who being compelled to realize at once 
dra<:s down the financially abler growers 
with him. Therefore it is necep?ary to 
take care of the 
necessitios grower 
" here. 


An arrangement will be made, for ad- 


vances to enable these weaker growers 
tii nattier and dry their crops, and an 
effort will be made to thus control all 
the raisinsln this and other counties. 


fie thought the commission packer 


was much abused with a few exceptions; 
and that they had done the beat they 
could but. the work was too big for 
them. 
His proposed company would 


make no attempt to pack, but wanted 
the packers to remain in the business as 
packers. 
He did not propose to usurp 


their business, but to assume control of 
them. 


THR CONTROL OF THE liOODS, 


The grower would take his goods to 


what packer he pleased, old brands 
would be retained and possibly new ones 
originated. The packers would give re- 
rsipts for raisins delivered, and the 
company would advance money on these 
and take them into the warehouse, 
whirh would end the packers' present 
control of them. Private packs, such 
as Colonel Forsyth's and A. B. Butler's, 
would be put in the warehouse along 
with the rest, whether they had need oi 
advances or not.
